The Lucas property is located about 
thrcc-<)uarters of a mile east of the 
present school. 

Other propositions, other than the 
choosing of .a site for the building, 
include empowering the school direc- 
tors to secure the land; to issue bonds 
in the amount of $70,000; and to erect 
a new building on the new site.

The new service will include ser- 
vice on all busses io the state line to 
connect with Northern limited busses 
which will operate in Wisconsin. A 
feeder bus will take passengers be- 
tween Antioch, Channel Lake and 
the Fox River. 

Palm said that the new schedule

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Question of Principle — Not Prices 

When the government sets out to control prices, 
and supply and demand— the natural forces of the free 
market— it must reach ruthlessly into the lives of all the 
people. There can be nothing democratic about It. The 
United Stales is trying to straddle the fence. It Is tr>'- 
ing to control "inflation" painlessly for as many people 
as possible wilh a strong show of democratic justice, 
which may sound like good political strategy but which 
simply will not work. The corollary to price control is 
wage control. Under the government's fence-straddling 
policy it has not been expedient to control wages. Such 
a step is unpopular with loo many people. On the other 
hand, the OPA Is a splinter of European dictatorship. 
It rules prices by decree, it sends people to jail. Its spies 
sift through the alTairs of thousands of businesses— and 
the private citizen is clTeclivoly barred from socking re- 
lief from its decisions in the regular courts. If OPA is 
continued, llie principle it represents— government by 
unquestioned decree— must be broadened promptly. 
Wages too must be controlled, and strikes mu.st be 
barred. The present lialf-and-half system— half free, 
half controlled, is leading to production demoralization. 

In deciding the future of OPA. the first question to 
be answered is. What kind of a system of government do 
we want in this countrj-? This is a question of principle, 
not prices. By comparison, prices are irrelevant. To- 
day no one can talk about prices with any certainty. 
Inflation may continue its course regardless of the sys- 
tem of government we decide to follow. The point is 
we must choose a form of government and stick with it, 
or face anarclty. If the decision is in favor of the tra- 
ditional .Vmerican government of checks and balances 
under which coercion by decree is prohibited, the OPA 
and the authoritarian principle it represents mu.it be 
abandoned. If prices go through the roof during the re- 
adjustment to the free market, the country will have to 
grin and bear it with the knowledge that the path of 
freedom i-> sometimes hard, although in the end its re- 
wards are worth the .sacrifice — .something that Americans 
have known since 1776. 



Social "Insecurity" Plans 

Estimates of the cost of a comprehensive system of 
compulsory social security in this country arc staggcp 
ing, ranging as high as 25 per cent of the Income of cvcr>* 
gainfully employed person. That these estimates may 
not be far wrong, Is indicated by England's experiments 
with social security. A bill has been submitted to the 
House of Commons which includes provisions similar to 
those set forth in the Wagner Bill— the iVmcrlcan ver- 
sion of "all out" compulsorj' social security. 

According to the New York Times, "It h.is been cal- 
culated that with the now bill, and on the assumption 
that not more than 5 per cent of the employable popula- 
tion will bo uncmployod on the average, ihe British gov- 
ernment will be taking about 24 per cent of the gross In- 
come of Individuals In compulsory contributions for 
social security and other forms of social ser\'lccs." 

The tragic part of these "social security" proposals 
is that they would seize by law what most people would 
otherwise be able to class as "savings." After 23 per cent 
of an average person's income is arbitrarily deducted 
by government, he will have precious little cash or in- 
centive left to provide for his own future. Moreover, 
payment under the government program couldn't keep 
a church mouse alive and healthy in these days of in- 
flation.

The New York Stock E.\changc. through advertising in 
many newspapers, has urged tlie public to not buy blind- 
ly but to deal through reputable firms who can advise 
the purchaser on securities of the typo he should con- 
sider wliich are best suited to meet his particular re- 
quirements. 

Nothing is easier to lose than money, and If the 
person who has saved will follow the foregoing sound 
advice, it will help maintain the stability of the countr>-. 
check infialion, and prevent needless financal losses and 
many heartraches.

ORDINANCE.. ENTITLED. "AN 
ORDINANCE TO REGULATE TUP

DK IT ORDAINED IJY THE PRES- 
IDENT AND BOARD OF TRUSTERS 
OF THE VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH. 
COUNTY OF LAKE AND STATE OF 
ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1. That "An Ordinance 
Io Regulate the Sale of Alcoholic 
Liquor," known as Chapter 45 of the 
Revised Ordinances oT the VillnRc of 
Antioch. niinois. as amended, lie and 
the same is hereby further amended 
in Section of said Chapter 45, said 
Section to read as follows: 
Section 6. CLASSIFICATION— FEES 
Licenses may be issued and shall 
be classified and the fees therefor 
shall be as follows: 

(1) Class A. whk'h shall authorize 
the retail sale on U>o premises speci- 
fied of alcoholic liquor for consump- 
tion on the premises as well as other 
retail sale of litjuor. The annual fee 
for such license shall be 8450.00. 

(2) Class D, which shall authorize 
the retail sale of alcoholic litiuors, 
including malt beverages commonly 
known as beer, ale, stout, lager beer, 
porter, and the like, but not for con- 
sumption on the premises where sold. 
The annual fee for such license shall 
be S350.00. 

(.3) Class C, which shall authorize 
the retail sale by Clubs (Clubs as 
hereinbefore defined), of malt bever- 
ages only, commonly known as beer, 
ale. stout, lager beer, porter and the 
like for consumption upon the prem- 
ises of such Club only. The annual 
fee for such license shall be In the 
sum of S50.00. 

(4) Class D, which shall authorize 
the retail sale by restaurants and 
hoteU tis hereinbefore defined of matt 
beverages only, commonly known as 
beer, ale. stout, lager beer, irorter 
and the like for consumption upon 
tlie premises where sold. No such 
restaurant or hotel shall have located 
therein any bar at which patrons or 
customers may purchase or consume 
any alcoholic liquors, provided, how- 
ever, a ser\'icc bar shall not be pro- 



hibited where drinks may bo drawn 
or prepared to be consumed on the 
prcmi-scs. Such malt beverages shall 
he sold and consumed upon the prom- 
ises onlyln connection with the ser- 
vice of meals or lunches and the ser- 
vice of meals or lunches shall be al 
all times the principal business there- 
in of said establishment. The annual 
license fee for such license shall he 
In the sum of S200.00. 

(5) Cla.fs E, which shall authorize 
the retail sale of alcoholic liquors by 
licensed pharmacsts, including malt 
beverages commonly known ns beer, 
.nlo. stout, Ingcr beer, porter and the 
like, but not for consumption of the 
premises where sold. The annual 
fee for such license shall be In the 
sum of SS.'iO.OO. 

(6) Class F, which shall authorize 
the retail .sale on the premises speci- 
fied of beer only as hereinbefore de- 
fined, and no other alcoholic liquor, 
for the consumption of such beer on 
the premises. The annual fee for 
such license shall be In the sum of 
S300.00. 

(7) Class G, which shall authorize 
the retail sale of alcoholic liquors by 
regularly organized clubs or corpora- 
tions not for pecuniary profit in prem- 
ises used and maintained for Its 
members by the payment of annual 
dues, and maintaining reasonable 
and comfortable accommodations for 
their mcmbars and their guests, all 
as defined In the ordinance. The fes 
for this license shall be in the sum 
of 525.00. 

SECTION 2. All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in confiict here- 
with arc hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. This ordinance shall 
take cfi'cct and be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, 
approval and publication as provided 
by law.

Sometimes, although an idea is wrong, it does no harm. Like the 
idea that a square jaw ]a the sign of will power. That winters 
aren't aa severe as they used to be, or that red hair denotes quick 
temper. 

But there arc other wrong ideas, which are definitely harmful to 
public confidence in and understanding of industry. One such 
idea is the current "guessing" about profits made by large busi- 
ness organizations. 

Many people arc apt to grossly exaggerate the money made by 
business. So Opinion Research Corporation (an independent 
organization) made a survey to learn just what the public thinks 
about profits. Compare these guesses and youra with the Inter- 
national Harvester profit figures given below. 



WaRcs and mntcriata consume 
nearly all of ©very dollar Hor- 
vester takea in from sales, A Gov- 
ernment board has recommended 
and the Company has af^rced to 
pay a general wage increase of 18 
cents per hour for Harvester fac- 
tory employees.
